Tile quantity of apples in cold 
storages in Adams county today was 
estimated by Harry M. Weigle, presi­ 
dent of the Adams County Fruit 
! Growlers’ association, at about six 
times the normal quantity for this 
time of year. 
The head of the county fruitmen 
estimated that there are about 30,- 
000 bushels of fruit in the three cold 
storage plants used commercially in 
this county. He said less than 5,000 
bushels would be about normal for 
mid-April.

NEON INDIC ATES 
EARTH W AS MOLTEN 
New Y ork-M ore of the scientific 
handw riting in rocks th a t tells of 
the beginnings of the world has 
been discovered by Lord Rayleigh.

He got r<j|* 
of the helium by letting it filter out 
through a window of red hot silica. 
The neon would not pass through,

There must be fuel to furnish power for most of the lights by which 
we read and write at night. Fuel to keep us warm when it is cold, and 
fuel to transport us to distant lands. 
Even our bodies must have fuel 
in the shape of food to keep this bodily m achine of ours in health and 
strength. 
But perhaps the most im portant fuel in the world—and the m ost 
valuable—is the fuel th at we use to enrich our mind. The mind stagnates 
and grows cold and inactive unless it is kept in fuel. Often a person is 
said to devour a book—which is literally true. Some books so stim ulate 
and stir the cells of the mind th at it becomes hot with heat and excite­ 
ment, whereas other books merely warm it comfortably and peacefully.

article

On April 24, 1822,

of G ettysburg borough friendly 
to 
the establishm ent of a library in 
said borough were invited. 
At the 
meeting the Rev. David M cConauf hy 
was “called to the chair" and Mi­ 
chael G allagher was appointed sec­ 
retary. 
The Rev. Mr. McConaughv, 
the Rev. John Herbert and T had­ 
deus Stevens, Esq., were appointed 
on the comm ittee to prepare "a con­ 
stitution for the government of the 
association" and to present the same 
at the next meeting. 


’T 'H E association met for the second

tim e on May I of the same 
year. 
The Rev. David McConaughv 
again was called to the chair and 
Robert H arper was appointed secre­ 
tary.

We do not know’ w hether the in ­ 
stitution thus established was an 
outstanding or just a m oderate suc­ 
cess. 
We do not even know how 
long this library existed, but the fact 
rem ains th a t well over a hundred 
years ago Gettysburg borough boast­ 
ed a library. The men who founded 
that library were, in general, fa r­ 
seeing men of education and ability. 
They saw a need and they did then- 
best to supply it1. 
Recently, a great deal of attention 
has been given to tills and kindled 
needs by the foremost educators of 
our day as well as the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In his report. Dr. Floud 
W. Reeves, chairm an of the advisory 
com m ittee on education. W ashing­ 
to n .^ . C.. said: "Public library serv­ 
ice is greatly needed in rural areas,
